In  1987,  Frank  introduced  the  TNA  Bronze  Medal  Project  for  young 
numismatists.  The  project,  designed  both  to  promote  numismatics 
among  young  people  and  to  promote  TNA  medals,  ran  from  January  2 
through  December  31,  1988,  and  was  heavily  publicized  and  praised  in 
the  national  numismatic  press. 

Frank  conducted  the  first  successful  drive  to  sell  TNA’s  surplus 
bronze  medals.  He  created  the  current  TNA  logo,  updating  the 
traditional  design. 

In  1990,  Frank  designed  a  TNA  Convention  cachet,  and  received  the 
TNA's  Best  Club  Newsletter  award  as  editor  of  the  Gateway  Coin  Club's 
The  Gatepost.  Frank  currently  serves  as  president  of  the  GCC,  as  well 
as  newsletter  editor.  In  1994,  Frank  and  Karla  were  awarded  Honorary 
Life  Memberships  by  the  GCC. 

Both  Frank  and  Karla  have  displayed  numismatic  exhibits  at  coin 
shows  throughout  Texas  and  at  several  ANA  conventions.  They  have 
won  numerous  awards,  including  Best  of  Show.

I'd  like 
to  have  it  become  a  regular  feature,  and  invite  each  of  you  to  submit 
reports  of  local,  regional,  national  and  global  numismatic  happenings. 

For  example,  I  read  last  Sunday  that  the  Smithsonian  Institution  had 
destroyed  more  that  100  pounds  of  photos  and  negatives  of  nude  Yale 
University  students,  taken  between  the  1940's  and  1960's.  You  may 
also  have  read  about  this.  What  you  probably  did  not  know  was  that  the 
photos  were  taken  under  the  direction  of  medical  researcher  and  writer 
Dr.  William  H  Sheldon.  Does  the  name  ring  a  bell?  He  is  the  same  Dr. 
Sheldon  who  wrote  Penny  Whimsy,  the  book  from  which  we  get  the 
attribution  numbers  (S-1  through  S-295)  used  for  1793-1814  U  S. 
large  cents,  as  well  as  the  ubiquitous  70-point  grading  scale  (Basal 
State-1  through  MS-70).  His  insatiable  quest  for  knowledge  clearly  had 
lasting  effects  on  widely  diverse  fields  of  study. 

One  last,  important  update.  The  Coins  for  A's  program  is  really 
picking  up  momentum.  Nearly  50  kids  have  participated,  and  many  of 
them  have  already  submitted  their  grades  for  more  than  one  grading 
period.  Keep  spreading  the  word,  and  keep  those  donations  of  coins  and 
cash  coming  in.  See  you  at  the  Convention  in  Fort  Worth!

In  1846,  a  new  senator  took  Washington  by  storm.  Wearing  a  leopard 
waistcoat,  with  a  Mexican  blanket  over  his  shoulder  and  a  sombrero  on 
his  head,  he  struck  awe  in  everyone  who  met  him.  This  new  figure  had  a 
lion-like  personality,  and  often  broke  into  fierce  arguments.  The  new 
senator  was  none  other  than  Sam  Houston,  Texas'  flamboyant  hero.  At 
age  53,  he  was  already  a  legend. 

This  is  ”A-N-A‘s  Money  Talks,"  and  today  is  the  anniversary  of  Texas 
entering  the  Union  as  the  28th  state. 

As  a  young  man,  Sam  Houston  lived  among  the  Cherokee  Indians  on 
the  Tennessee  frontier.  The  Cherokees  called  young  Houston  "The 
Raven."  In  1813,  Houston  fought  with  Andrew  Jackson,  and  quickly  rose 
in  rank  to  lieutenant.  Later,  he  went  to  Texas,  and  at  the  outbreak  of 
war  with  Mexico,  was  made  commander-in-chief  of  the  Texas  army.  He 
became  the  first  president  of  the  Republic  of  Texas,  an  independent 
nation  between  the  years  1836  and  1846.  Houston  nurtured  the  new 
republic  until  it  joined  the  United  States,  and  he  became  one  of  Texas' 
first  U  S.  senators. 

In  1936,  to  help  celebrate  the  100th  anniversary  of  Texas 
independence,  the  U.S.  Mint  made  a  commemorative  half  dollar.  Though 
artistically  attractive,  this  coin  is  considered  by  many  to  have  the  most 
crowded  of  all  U.S.  coin  designs.  The  front  of  the  coin  reveals  a  graceful 
eagle  superimposed  on  a  large  lone  star.  The  reverse  is  graced  by  a 
winged  angel  of  victory,  a  miniature  replica  of  the  Alamo,  and  the  six 
flags  which  have  flown  over  Texas  soil.  It  also  contains  two  small 
medallions  with  portraits  of  Stephen  Austin,  the  founder  of  Texas,  and 
Sam  Houston. 

It  seems  fitting  that  the  most  flamboyant  of  all  U.S.  coins  carries 
the  image  of  Texas'  most  flamboyant  leader,  Sam  Houston.

On  July  23,  1908,  an  event  occurred  about  30  miles  due  south  of 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  that  was  to  have  a  profound  impact  on  the  branch 
of  numismatics  known  as  exonumia.  On  that  day,  in  the  town  of  Spring 
Hill  in  Maury  County,  William  Ewing  Fowler  was  born.  The  youngest  of 
three  sons  of  a  country  doctor  and  his  wife,  Bill  Fowler  has  gone  on  to 
accomplish  many  things  in  his  life,  both  inside  and  outside  our  great 
hobby.  Bill’s  interest  in  tokens  was  sparked  when,  as  a  young  boy,  he 
found  his  first  one  while  visiting  his  aunt  and  uncle  in  Chapel  Hill, 
Tennessee.  His  continued  interest  in  tokens  is  evidenced  by  the  many 
articles  he  has  written  about  the  subject  and,  in  particular,  his  series 
of  books  cataloguing  Texas  tokens.  At  age  86,  Bill  is  hard  at  work  on  the 
fourth  supplement  to  his  legendary  The  Trade  Tokens  of  Texas, 
published  by  TAMS  (the  Token  and  Medal  Society)  in  April,  1973 

Perhaps  the  most  remarkable  aspect  of  Bill's  contributions  to  our 
knowledge  of  tokens  is  that  his  involvement  has  been  as  a  hobbyist, 
rather  than  as  a  professional  numismatist  or  dealer.  After  graduation 
from  Branham  &  Hughes  Military  Academy  in  1926,  Bill  attended 
Tennessee's  Murfreesboro  State  Teacher's  College,  earning  a  B  S.  in 
Education  in  1931.  While  serving  as  “white  school"  Principal  back  in  his 
home  town  of  Spring  Hill,  he  earned  an  M.S.  in  English  from  George 
Peabody  College  in  Nashville  in  1936.  It  was  at  Peabody  that  Bill  met 
Lynda  Eugenia  Crawley,  who  became  Mrs.  William  E.  Fowler  on  June  7, 
1936.  In  1937,  Bill  was  named  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Spring  Hill. 
He  served  in  this  capacity  until  1939,  when  he  accepted  a  job  in  Atlanta 
with  the  Federal  Government's  Railroad  Retirement  Board.  Bill,  Lynda 
and  their  infant  daughter,  Ethel,  left  his  beloved  Spring  Hill  for  the  big 
city  of  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

The  Fowlers'  stay  in  Atlanta  was  brief,  however.  Bill's  talents  were 
quickly  recognized,  and  a  new  job  assignment  took  the  family  to 
Washington,  D.C.  He  advanced  through  positions  in  a  number  of  branches 
of  the  government,  becoming  an  expert  in  procedural  matters  and 
winding  up  with  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  in  the  early  1940's.  The 
family  added  a  fourth  member  with  the  birth  of  son  Billy,  in  1946.  The 
fateful  relocation  of  the  Fowler  family  to  Texas  occurred  in  1956.  when 
Bill  accepted  the  position  of  Assistant  Director  at  the  IRS  District 
Office  in  Austin.  The  family  settled  into  a  lovely,  quiet  neighborhood  in 
Austin,  and  Bill  continued  as  Assistant  Director  for  the  IRS  until  his 
retirement  in  1973. 

Bill  does  not  recall  exactly  when  his  fascination  with  the  tokens  of 
Texas  began  But,  as  he  travelled  around  the  state  extensively  for  the 
IRS,  he  often  encountered  tokens  along  the  way.  Bill  not  only  collected 
hundreds  of  these  pieces,  but  also  talked  to  the  people  in  the  towns 
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where  they  were  issued,  in  an  ongoing  quest  to  learn  more  about  the 
tokens  and  their  issuers.  Bill  assembled  a  collection  of  the  business 
directories  produced  by  Bradstreet,  Dunn  and  various  municipalities,  as 
well  as  any  other  written  and  photographic  evidence  of  the  businesses 
where  the  tokens  were  used.  He  and  Lynda  travelled  about  on  weekends, 
visiting  second-hand  shops  and  flea  markets,  finding  antiques  and 
trinkets  for  Lynda  and  tokens  for  Bill.  They  made  many  friends  along 
the  way.  Much  of  Bill's  voluminous  knowledge  of  Texas  tokens  was 
accumulated  first-hand  from  the  business  owners  who  issued  and  the 
customers  who  used  the  pieces.  The  publication  of  The  Trade  Tokens  of 
Texas,  coauthored  by  Travis  L.  Roberts  and  Harry  L.  Strough,  occurred 
within  a  few  months  of  Bill's  retirement  from  the  IRS. 

Retirement  from  the  IRS  also  freed  Bill  to  devote  full  time  to  other 
pursuits.  He  taught  courses  in  English  and  History  at  Austin  Community 
College.  He  began  to  produce  articles  for  a  variety  of  publications,  both 
numismatic  and  non-numismatic.  His  became  a  frequent  contributor  to 
the  TAMS  Journal,  specializing  in,  but  not  limited  to,  articles  about 
Texas  tokens.  (A  list  of  Bill's  TAMS  Journal  articles  appears  in  the 
Appendix  to  this  article.)  He  produced  two  full-length  TAMS-published 
supplements  to  The  Trade  Tokens  of  Texas:  the  first,  coauthored  by  Mr. 
Strough,  appeared  in  Febraury,  1979;  the  second,  written  with  the 
assistance  of  John  H  Ribbe,  in  February,  1984.  A  third  supplement,  by 
Fowler  and  Ribbe,  was  self-published  in  1993.  A  preliminary  version  of 
the  fourth  supplement,  again  self-published  by  Bill  and  John,  was  passed 
around  among  collectors  in  1994  for  review  The  total  page  count  of  the 
five  works  is  over  600,  and  the  number  of  tokens  catalogued  are  into 
the  thousands. 
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The  passing  of  Lynda,  on  July  2.  1992,  was  a  heavy  blow  to  Bill. 
Fortunately,  Bill  has  amassed  many  friends  over  the  years  and  they, 

along  with  Ethel  and  Billy,  who  both  live  in  Austin,  have  helped  him  cope 

with  his  great  loss.  Currently  recovering  from  quadruple  bypass 
surgery.  Bill  nonetheless  spends  time  almost  every  day  researching  and 
cataloguing  newly  discovered  Texas  tokens.  He  recently  composed  16 
pages  of  reminiscences  of  growing  up  and  teaching  in  Spring  Hill,  at  the 
request  of  the  Spring  Hill  Historical  Society.  During  a  recent 
conversation  at  his  home,  as  I  gathered  information  for  this  story,  Bill 

best  summed  it  all  up  himself  when  he  said  simply,  ”1  guess  what  I've 

been  telling  you  is  I've  had  a  good  life!"

As  we're  all  too  well  aware,  many  of  America's  1 9th  century,  old- 
growth  forests  have  vanished.  In  some  cases,  the  only  reminder  that 
they  ever  existed  are  the  lumber  tokens  used  to  pay  the  loggers  who 
sawed  those  forests  down! 

This  is  "A-N-A's  Money  Talks." 

Starting  in  the  1880's,  there  was  a  shift  from  independent  loggers 
and  sawmills,  to  sawmill-owned  timberlands.  Large-scale  operations 
were  conducted  by  companies  that  purchased  standing  timber.  These 
company  towns  provided  their  own  commissary,  or  company  store,  for 
their  employees  to  shop  in.  The  towns  were  usually  so  remote  that  the 
stores  had  no  competition. 

Commissaries  in  most  sawmill  towns  tried  to  recover  as  much  of  the 
employees’  wages  as  possible.  Loggers  were  paid  daily,  in  tokens  good 
only  at  the  company  store.  Usually,  these  tokens  could  be  exchanged  for 
cash  only  once  a  month  -  and  when  they  were  exchanged,  they  were 
often  discounted  5%  to  10%. 

The  loggers  complained  bitterly.  In  1897,  the  Texas  legislature 
passed  a  law  requiring  all  loggers'  wages  be  paid  in  money.  The  law  was 
ineffective,  so  four  years  later  a  second  act  outlawed  all  employee 
tokens  redeemable  in  goods  or  merchandise.  That  solved  the  problem  in 
Texas.  However,  no  other  states  took  action  to  outlaw  lumber  tokens. 

Lumber  tokens  were  used  primarily  in  the  South,  East  Texas,  the 
northern  Great  Lakes  states  and  along  the  Pacific  Coast.  A  typical  set 
consisted  of  tokens  valued  at  5®,  10®,  25®,  50®  and  $1.00,  but  values  as 
high  as  $5.00  were  issued  occasionally.  The  tokens  were  mostly  made 
of  aluminum  or  brass,  with  some  brass  ones  having  an  aluminum  insert 
to  discourage  counterfeiting.  Many  have  one  thing  in  common:  the 
locations  you'll  find  on  them  are  nearly  all  ghost  towns  today.

Award  for  Best-In-Show  Exhibit  at  the  1993  ANA  convention  in 
Baltimore.

Nineteen  members  were  present  for  the  Waco  Coin  Club's  November 
10  meeting.  Prior  to  the  election  of  officers,  Becky  Beckermann 
withdrew  her  name  as  a  candidate  for  secretary,  as  she  is  being 
transferred  to  Oklahoma  by  her  employer.  The  remaining  candidates 
were  elected  by  acclamation:  President,  Darron  Ellsworth;  1st  V.P., 
Mai  Lucas;  2nd  V.P.,  John  Jones;  Treasurer,  George  Kubal;  and  Sgt.  at 
Arms,  Wayne  Riedel.  The  search  for  a  club  secretary  was  to  be 
continued  at  the  Christmas  party,  scheduled  for  December  8  at  Uncle 
Dan's  Rib  House.  The  club  went  on  to  nominate  two  of  its  members  as 
TNA  officers:  Joe  Olson  for  President,  and  Fred  Gowdy  for  District  17 
Governor.  Show  committee  member  George  Kubal  reported  that  work  on 
the  show  was  progressing  well,  and  that  half  of  the  rental  fee  for  the 
Brazos  room  had  already  been  paid.  It  was  also  decided  to  pass  on  K- 
Mart's  offer  of  space  for  a  free  numismatic  display,  since  it  would  have 
required  a  lot  of  effort,  and  was  only  available  for  a  single  weekend. 

The  December  newsletter  reported  that  on  that  same  month  in  1978, 
the  first  Susan  B.  Anthony  dollars  were  struck.  After  3  years  and  a 
$750,000  publicity  campaign,  the  government  ceased  minting  the  coins. 

Fifty  members  and  guests  turned  out  for  the  club's  December  8 
Christmas  party.  Among  the  guests  were  four  year  old  Cassie  Olson 
and  octagenarian  Mrs.  Miriam  Jones.  Gerry  Kammer  served  as  master 
of  ceremonies,  and  the  blessing  was  given  by  Fred  Ferguson.  Outgoing 
president  Glenn  Hardin  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  members' 
support  during  his  3  years  in  office,  and  president-elect  Darron 
Ellsworth  thanked  everyone  for  their  confidence  in  electing  him.  Both 
received  hearty  rounds  of  applause.  Joe  Olson,  president  of  the  TNA, 
addressed  the  gathering,  and  commented  that  the  large  size  of  the  club 
(68  members)  and  the  strong  support  for  its  annual  show  were 
indicators  of  a  healthy  future  for  the  hobby.  All  present  enjoyed  an 
evening  of  good  fellowship  and  delicious  food.
